Gould for the purpose of protecting the 
countess against the rapacity of her 
husband. but being unatle to appease the 
creditors, the case was transferred to 
New York. 


Boni’s “Comedy of Leaving.”’ 

The description /of “The Comedy of 
Leaving,’ played by Count Boni on that 
occasion provoked roars of laughter. He 
wrote a letter to the countess in which 
he said: 

“IT leave this house forever, taking only 
10,000 francs to keep me until [I can 
earn my bread. I will resign my seat 
in parliament and go to China. I uope 
the ,.newspapers won't Know to what I 
am reduced.,’’ . 

In a postscript the eount added: “I 
have 600 francs in my pocket, and I en- 
close 300 for your lunch and dinner to- 
day.”’ 

The countess first left the mansion and 
went to a hotel in August, 1905, Maitre 
Cruppi continued, when ‘deeply outraged 
and worn out with infamies’’ she learned 
that Mme. D. and*«Count Boni were at 
Trouville. ‘Later she returned home and 
bore the situation until the day after 
the entertainment of King Charles, of 
Portugal, December 12, 1905, when upon 
the count’s trying to force her to go to 
a shooting party given by a noble lady 
of whom she was suspicious, the count- 
ess left the mansion, and entered pro- 
ceedings for a separation. 

Throughout his long speech Maitre 
Cruppi did not use the title of countess, 
but referred to the count’s wife as Mme 
Gould, the name she will bear if the 
divorce is granted. 


Even the Honeymoon Disturbed. 

Counsel's presentation of the case of 
the plaintiff constituted a complete and 
pitifu: story of the wreck of her mar- 
ried Nfe, due primarily to the count’s 
inordinate extravagance. Even in spite 
of their domestic infelicity the countess 
was too good and scrupulous to begin 
an action for divorce until she possessed 
full proof. She was only 20 when she 
was married in !895 and, Maitre Cruppi 
asserted, the happiness of the honey- 
moon was disturbed on their arriva) in 
Paris by the cournt’s demand for money. 
The countess’ income was then $700,000 
and the count allowed her-.$80 pin 
money. ‘ 

In recounting the cougt’s infidelity the 
first instance cited by coynsel was that 
with a married ‘woman described as 
“‘Madame A,’ in 1898. 

The countess accidentally discovered in 
the Castellane chateau a packet of love 
letters and when she protested the count 
struck her. The countess eventually 
placed the letters in the custody of a 
lawyer. 


. “Ym Kissing’ You on Neck.” 

M.:Cruppi read passionate extracts 
from one of the love Jétters fixing a 
rendezvous at Dijon. 

It read: 
| “I am kissing you on 
you feel it?’’ and so on. 


M. Cruppi read from a note book kept 
by the cook of one of these apartments, 
giving brutally plain details of what 
counsel characterized as “an unpardon- 
able offense against the countess.” 

But, counsel continued, the count’s love 
affairs were not confined to ladies of so- 
ciety. 

M. Cruppi said that the count’s defense 
would probably be that, being young and 
rich, he could not protect himself against 
the assaults of lovesick women.
